COURSE ACTIVITIES 


1 . Intelligence Production Course 

I PC students reported last Thursday on their findings from inter- 
views with opposite numbers both inside and outside CIA. All but one 
of the students visited at least one outside agency. Some visited both 
the INR desk and the desk officer in the State regional bureau. One 
girl, who was interviewing analysts working on Israel, also spoke with 
two individuals in International Security Affairs (DOD/OSD) , Robert Kubal 
25X1 A9a and (former 1 y in CIA). They stated that they had difficulty 

getting appropriate intelligence inputs into their work, and that they 
had difficulty making contact within CIA. 

One INR analyst stated that she needed desperately to have a comput- 
erized data base of Israeli and Arab positions on issues now under negotia- 
tion; the I PC student tol d the INR analyst about the OC I computer file 
25X1A6a this subject (Project which OCI has found little use for. 

Nearly half the students reported that the analysts with whom they 
spoke had no idea of how or why they got the documents which came to their 
i nboxes .

3 . Special Courses for Office of Security 

Within the past month, the Office of Security requested two special 
courses which we were told had high priority: a four-day intelligence 
orientation for a small group of new technicians, and a special running 
of the Orientation for Overseas. Both courses were scheduled for this 
week. 


The intelligence orientation course, originally scheduled for about 
ten people, later reduced to six, began on Tuesday with three students 
25X1 A9a attending. OS Training Officer, explained that one of the 

six became ill and the other two absentees were called away by the Director 
of Security for a special assignment related to the upcoming student demon- 
strat i ons . 


In the other course, b y last week the original 20 candidates had dwindled

wives, to participate in the program. This cancellation was caused by 
several OS Divisions deciding to move up the departure date of their employees.
